Aims at Complete Independence. 

The independence party’s program is the 
complete independence of Hungary from 
Austria as a nation, but Hungary's continu- 
ance under the personal sovereignty of the 
head of the house of Hapsburg, and a mu- 
tual protective unity between the two na- 
tions. 
Emperor Charies in 1723. 

The prospects of the successful develop- 
ment of the independence party's program 
are now brighter than they dave been for 
thirty years past, and it is hoped that the 
near future may see the establishment of a 
system of international life between Austria 
and Hungary which ultimately will lead to 
relations similar to those existing between 
Norway. and Sweden. 


Assures Emperor of Loyalty. 

All these things were explained to the em- 
peror by Kossuth. He assured the 
that the independence party is Joyal to the 
house of Hapsburg and that Hungary would 
become the strongest prop of the dynasty It 
it were permitted to have free and un 
meled development.

As San Dominican officials have 
a reputation for dishonesty and for failure 
to keep agreements, it was deemed wise to 
provide for a neutral administration ‘of the 
custom houses. The award gave the United 
States, which was the country in which the 
claim: originated, the right to administer 
the customs and to divide the receipts in a 
fair proportion between the claimant and 
the local government.

CARNEGIE UPHOLDS THE SENATE 


Telegram to John W. Foster Indorses 
‘Treaty Action—Wayne MacVeagh 
Interprets Case. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 42.—Andrew Car- 
negie, in a telegram to John W. Foster, in- 
dorses the action of the senate on the arbi- 
tration-treaties. The telegram is as follows: 

You can truly say that I am forced to see that 
the senate only did its duty. I could not have 
done otherwise than vote with the majority, though 
with such reluctance as Senators Spooner, 
Cuilom, and others expressed. The absentees from 
voting are as significant as the overwhelming vote. 
I know the president and secretary of state are just 
as clear and honest in their convictions as the 
senate is. The senate might adopt à rule to give 
specific treaties submitted instant consideration, 
and then foreign powers Would not have to wait. 
Surely something can be done that will harmonize 
two parties anxious to promote the sante noble end. 
* CARNEGIE. 

Mr. Foster sald he was greatly disappoint- 
ed at the senate’s action. He is president 
of the arbitration conference, 
which has been conducting an active propa- 
ganda in behalf of the arbitration treaties. 
He said he regarded the words “treaty ’’. 
and agreement as having the same sig- 
nificance in international law and predicted 
that a way would be found to reconcile ex- 
isting differences if any existed between the 
executive and the senate. 

Mr. Foster also said Wayne MacVeagh 
had upheld the senate’s action. Mr. Mac-

ASK PEACE PRIZE FOR BARTHOLD 


Colleagues of St. Louis Congressman 
Seek Nobel Honor Worth $35,000 | 
in Recognition of Service. | 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 12.—[Special.]— 
Two hundred members of congress have 
signed a petition to secure the Nobel prize for 
Richard Barthold, member of congress from 
St. Louis. Representative Burton of Ohio, 
member of the interparliamentary council, 
is heading t movement. The honor is 
sought for Mr. Barthold because of his serv- 
ice in behalf of the international peace move- 
ment. There are five great Nobel prizes, 
and the one which his colleagues think shouid 
go to Mr. Barthold is worth $35,000. The 
prize is known as the peace prise and is 
given to the person who has done most or 
labored best, for the cause of fraternity 
among different peoples, for the suppression 
or reduction of standing armies or for the 


promotion of peace congresses.”

Adequate Protection Assured Sup-

Wasbingtön, D. C., Feb. 14. 
‘new policy in connection with American 
naval coaling stations has deen adopted by 
President Roosevelt upon the recommenda- 
tion of the general board of the navy. of 
| which Admiral Dewey is president. Here- 
| after no territory will be acquired as sites 
for such stations until arrangements have 
for their immediate fortifica-. 


“No longer will the navy department dis- 
tribute unprotected coal piles -about the 
world which would be avaliable for use by 
an enemy's fleet, said a member of the gen- 
eral board today. “ Every harbor which the 
navy will select as a rendezyous will be pro- 
tected by guns and mines, so that it will be 
u place of refuge as well as a base from 
which American men of war may operate.“ 

The president regards this policy as based 
Upon common sense and has directed the 
abandonment of the old heiter skelter system 
of grabbing harbors wherever they could be 
found and putting coal piles upon their 
shores. A few years ago, for example, the 
navy department strongly urged the secre- 
tary of state to obtain the cession of the 
Gallapagos islands, off the coast of Ecuador, 
which it was believed would make an excei- 
lent base for ships operating in South Amer- 
ican waters.

To Construct Guam Depot. 

The navy department is concerning itself 
over the fortifications of the naval coal depot 
which is to be constructed in the harbor of 
San Luis @’Apra in Guam. Guns are being 
emplaced at Tutuila, Samoa, and the general 
board is anxious that this should also be done 
at Dutch harbor, Amaknak island, off the 
Alaskan coast. The board desires that Dutch 
hapbor should be fortified not only as a means 
of defense of naval supplies but in order that 
it may be used as a place of refuge of Ameri- 
can merchant ships. This harbor is located 
on a commercia! route over which treasure 
and valuable cargoes are constantly passing. 

There are of course many naval and coal- 
ing stations in the United States, but these 
are adequately protected by the fortifications 
already provided by the army.

Vesselmen with boats to charter in Chi- 
cago have been hit hard by the railroad war 
for export grain traffic from the corn belt, 
The railroads now are carrying corn from 
Omaha to New York at 13 cents a hundred 
pounds. All last season the bulk of the grain 

was car- 
ried by rail at u cents a bushel, including 
elevator and storage charges. This is equal 
to 7% cents a hundred pounds. 

The lowest rate so far made from Omaha 
to Chicago on corn is 8 cents a hundred 
pounds. Added together, the two rail hauls 
at the ends of the lake route will cost 15% 
while the railroads are 
straight through for 18 cents. In other

USED BANK FOR RAILWAY DEALS | 


Attorney General of New York Tells of 
Operations of Appleyard, Owner 
bot Buffalo Institution. 


Albany, N. T., Feb. 12.—Attorney General 
Mayer made public the result of the inves- 
tigation of the insolvency of the German 
bank of Buffalo. | 

The bank passed into the control of Arthur 
E. Appleyard of Boston on April 30, 1904. 
Mr. Appleyard is said to have been the pro- 
moter of steam and electric railway corpora- 
tions operating about Dayton and Columbus. 
O., and is alleged to have obtained control of 
banks in New Jersey and Pennsylvania be- 
fore acquiring the stock in the Buffalo in- 
stitution. 

Almost immediately after buying the Ger- 
man bank stock Appleyard is said to have 
borrowed money in large amounts from the 
bank. It is alleged that he kited checks 
and drafts on it and through it with the vari- 
ous other banks with which he was connected 
until, when the bank was closed on Dec. 5, 
1904, Appleyard and the various street rail- 
ways with which he was connected were in- 
debted to the bank in the sum of more than 

The loans, discounts, and drafts of Apple- 

and his corporations purported to be se- 
cured in part by the bonds of several railway 
companies. Since the failure of the bank 
nearly all these companies have been placed 
in the hands of receivers, and the securities, 
with a few exceptions, are alleged to be prac- 
tically worthless. Mr. Becker says that the 
bank will realize only about 25 per cent on’ 
its loans to Appleyard.

The United States senate arrests every 
movement for reform. Secretary Hay once | 
said that there never would be any use in 
negotiating treaties so long as the United 
States senate was organized as it is at pres- 
ent. Reciprocity treaties are stopped be- 
cause some senators have constituents in- 
terested in pinchbeck jewelry and shoddy 
cloth. The duty cannot be removed from 
wood-pulp or print paper because the senior 
senator from Connecticut has constituents 
heavily interested. in the securities of the 
paper trust. The raijroad rate bill cannot 
be advanced in the senate because many of 
the senators are avowedly interested in rail- 
roads—some of them as officials—while oth- 
ers represent railroads much more faith- 
fully than, they do the states which nominal 
ly elected them. 
The tromble with the senate is twofold.

First, it relates to the manner of electing 


senators; second, it arises from 
ot procedure in the senate.

He celebrated his resleetion by introducing 
a railroad bill so avowedly framed in the 
interests of the roads that even the most 
unbinshing advocates of their cause are 
unwilling to support it. Senator Elkins of 
West Virginia is a railroad man himself, up 
to. his eyes in railroads, and he put through 
the BEiikins bill, which removed from the 
interstate commerce law the penalty of im- 
prisonment as well as a fine for the violation 
of its provisions.

HORWAY AND SWEDEN. 

Reports from Norway and Sweden indi- 
eate that the periodic dispute over consular 
representation has broken out once more. 
The withdrawal of Norway from the union | 
with Sweden is threatened by members of 
the Norwegian legislature, and grave results 
are predicted—possibly war. It is extremely 
improbable that that will happen. 

Norway and Sweden have lived more or 
less happily together under a dual system 
of government since 1814. Wulle that union 
was forced upon Norway at the time, yet it 
provided for her complete independence. 
The act of union explicitly provided that 
Norway should be “ a free, independent, in- 
divisible, and inalienable kingdom, united 
with Sweden under one king.” As a 
matter of historical fact, Norway wis ceded 
to Sweden by Denmark at the command of

So complete is the inde- 
pendence of Norway that it has become 
jealous of the smallest shadow of advan- 
tage. which Sweden might possess over it, 
and for that reason the question of foreign 
representation has long been a source of 
friction between them. 

While the act of union plainly intended 
that the two countries should have codrdi- 
nate power in matters affecting their rela- 
tions with foreign govertiments, yet the | 
failure of the Norwegian constitution to 
provide definitely for a consular service has 
resulted in an apparent advantage för Swe- 
den in the matter of conducting the for- 
eign affairs of the two kingdoms. 

Norway has attempted to overcome this 
advantage for sixty years, but has been 
unable to do so, The reason would seem to 
de the peculiar’ criss-cross of politics rather 
than any deep seated aversion on the part 
of the Swedish people to grant Norway’s 
demands. The Norwegian conservatives 


of foreign affairs, the liberals demand an 
independent foreign office. The lack of 
unanimity among Norwegian politicians is 
ene reason for the delay in arriving at a 
settlement of the question. 59 

The right of Norway to negotiate with 
foreign powers has never been denied by 
Sweden, and of late years separate con- 
ventions have been entered into with for- 
eich countries by both Norway and Sweden. 
The formier has negotiated several commer- 
dial treaties lately on its own account. Nor 
bas any foreign goverument objected to treat 
Norway as a co-equal member of the com- 
munity of nations. When all factions in 
Norway get together upon some plan for 
andependent foreign diplomatie representa- 
tion there is little doubt the matter can be 
adjusted with Sweden.

General Bond Market. 

The general bond market is presenting an 
interesting situation in that the great vol- 
ume of securities handled suggests the pos- 
sibility of low grade issues being offered in 
the event of the present demand continu- 
ing. Nothing like the eagerness to buy bonds 
which now obtains has been noted in a 
number of years. Thus far the market has 
been a clean one, free from undesirable 
issues. It may be also true that difficulty 
would be experienced in trying to float third 
and fo grade bonds. 

There been in the last three or four 
‘years such competition in the bond business 
that the average investor has been made 
more or less familiar with what is desira- 
ble in a bond investment. The country has 
been pretty well canvassed in the time men- 
tioned by representatives of bond houses.

How large are the Wall street long bold- 
ings of May wheat? What do the Wall street 
holders intend to do with them? These are 
still the burning questions of the wheat mar- 
ket. It might be more correct to term them 
smoldering questions, for there is not much 
evidence of conflagration in a market which 
for the week covered an outside range of 14%c 
only, the volume of trade materially 


Transactions are so small, in fact, that it 
is hard to believe there is an open interest 
of 000,000 bu, the popular estimate 
of the lines held by the so-called Wall street 
clique through a group of commission houses, 
It ia stin harder, of course, to credit the 
statement, attributed to John W. Gates, the 
leader of the bull coterie,, that the long hold - 
ings amount to 40,000,000 bu or more. Asa 
matter of fact, there is a big open interest 


in the market, but both longs and shorts | 


seem to be standing pat on their lines, the 
market becoming tighter and the volume of 
new trade becoming smaller daily. It could 
were three weeks. away instead of nearly | 
three months. 

The controlling bull interest, and the mar- 
ket seems absolutely under control, appears 
satisfied to keep the fluctuations within nar- 
row limits, buying enough on sma¥i dips to 
intimidate the local trade, which is largely 
bearish, and selling enough on small. ad- 
vances to supply the demands of shorts or 
other buyers. The market is badly tied up, 
and ite future course depends largely on 
whether the bulls intend to stand pat and 
demand-delivery or to make an effort at some 
favorable time to scare in the ghorts. If the 
‘pulls stand pat it may de up to the shorts 
to do something, and if they follow a similar 
course it may be a waiting game indefinitely. 
Of course, there is the possibility—and some 
shrewd traders believe firmly—that the vig 
longs have been selling for some time, and 
thata inter- 
est is 

Chances for Fireworks. 

In this case the actual long interest would 
be much smaller then apparent, and there 
might be a tame conclusion to the much 
touted deal. If the long holding are any- 
where near as large as they appear to be, 
there will undoubtedly be firaworks in the 
pit some time, though nothing has happened 
as yet to fan a respectable flame. 

Receipts of spring wheat in the northwest 
keep about as large as those of last year, 
week by week, when, according ta all the 
arithmetic of the bulls on the size of the 
crop, they sbould have fallen to much 
smaller proportions long ago. It is still 
tlaimed that the movement is at the expense 
of country elevator stocks, that farmers’ 
deliveries are small, and that terminal re- 
ceipts must soon fall off sharply. The pre- 
dictions may be correct this time, but they 
have been slow in coming true. Millers 
generally complain of a poor flour demand, 
but keep grinding wheat steadily, and con- 
sumption continues. 

So careful a statistician ae B. Frank How- 


ard of the Daily Trade Bulletin estimates 


there will be more wheat in the country July 1 
this year than there was a year ago. Through 
a misinterpretation of his figures there wae 
a general idea. in the trade that n 
the surplus would de 5,000,000 bu greater, 

but from that figure are to be deducted the ex- 
ports of wheat and flour from Feb. 1 to July 
1, which, judging from the recent move- 
ment, will hardly exceed 20,000,000 bu. The 
poorer quality of this year’s crop and the 
fact that more wheat is needed to make a 
barrel of flour, according to the testimony 
of most millers, remain to be reckoned with. 
World stocks are still 10,000,000 bu larger 
than a year ago and foreign markets are 
still indifferent to the high level of prices 
maintained in this country. Statisticians 
Howard's summary is as follows: 


Wheat’s Statistical Position. 


« The movement of wheat to the primary 
markets of the United States from July 1 to 
Feb. 1 was about. 102. 000 0 bu, compared 
with 172.000.000 bu for the correspending | 
period in 1903-4. The exports of flour and 
wheat during the same period were about 
30,000,000 bu, compared with 95,000,000 bu for 
the same time last year—a decrease of 65,- 
000,000 bu, or 68 per cent. The. official visible 
supply of wheat Feb. 1 was about 400,000 
bu less than one year previous. Estimating 
the wheat crop of the United States at 552.- 
000,000 bu. and 72.000. 000 du for sup - 
plies in all tions July 1, 1904, the aggre- 
gate supplies twelve months would be ap- 
proximate’y 624,000,000 bu. Allowing 410.- 
000,000 bu for consumption and 75,000,000 bu 
for seeding purposes, and 30,000,000 for ex- 
port to date—thus accounting for 515,000,000 
bu—there would remain for export during 
the next five months and for stpplies on hand 
July ‘1, 1905, about 109,000,000 bu. The ex- 
ports from Feb. 1/1904, to July 1. 1904, were 
about 28,000,000 bu, or an average of about 
5,600,000 bu per month. This, with the quan- 
tity remaining on bn hand July 1, 1904—72,000,- 
55 bu—makes 100, 000,00@bu surplus on Feb. 

The heavy snows during the last week all 
over the winter wheat belt seem to insure 


ample protection for the crop where it had 


not already been injured by severe cold, and 
also ample moisture in the spring to start 
growth. In consequence the life went out of 
the boom in July wheat after a further spurt 
of %c at the beginning of the week, and there 
was a reaction of nearly 2c from the top. 
September also lost ground in about the same 
proportion. 
Country Sells Corn Slowly. 
Early in the week corn felt the Weight of 
larger country -acceptances due to lower 
rates, hedging sales, causing a dip to 45c for 
May, but after the first selling rush was over 
the countryman’s enthusiasm cooled, anda. 
general let down in acceptances was noted. 
This change, with cold weather and heavy 
snows, which curtailed the movement, re- 
newed the courage of the bulls and caused 
enough covering by shorts and buying by 
cash houses to remove hedges to close the 
market with a net advance of %-%c. High 
prices paid by feeders and increased country 
consumption owing to the cold are talked of 
by bulls, and some trade is going into corn 
because wheat is high and congested. . , 
Oats prices were stagnant, but showed a 
final gain of 4%@%c on the corn strength. Re- 
ceipts keep small and shipping demand slow. 
Provisions. closed the week with a chahge 
of only 2j from the previous Saturday, this 
gain extending throughout the list. Pack- 
ers show a disposition to support the market 
when prices droop, but have not followed 
prices up far on the rallies. The hog move-
